RECLAMATION of barren land 
has often been associated witli 
the reclamation of men who, 
either through sii. or through mis- 
fortune, hiive fallen low. The Lun- 
lereii Land liuliistrial Colony, in 
Holland, represents One of the Army's 
many siiccessfni uiuiert:iiiiiigs on be- 
half of t^piritnal and social derelicts. 

Like many oilier parts of the 
\LlherIan(ls. I.niUerei: was once a 
wild .and trackless waste, marshy, 
weed-ridden, and a good deal under 
water. It is iMw, thanks to the hard 
labor which hjis ]jrodnced surprising 
moral effects npoii the toilers, a well- 
slocked farmstead anil pleasant pas- 
turage. 

Tramped over the fields 

On otic oecisioii Prince Henry of 
the Netherlands (Consort of Oneen 
Wilbelmina), who is an e.xperieuced 
farmer and has reclaimed derelici 
acres on his Weckleiihurg estate, mo- 
tored over from .Ajjcldoorn to inspect 
the Army's Colony, and tramped over 
the fields in company with (he Sal- 
vation .'\r!ny Territorial Commander 
in order that he ini£:;ht see for himself 
wliai was being done. And it is no 
iiiconsidcr.'ible <oinpHnieiu in ihe Gov- 
ernor of the Colony aiul those asso- 
ciated with him that ihe Prince, 
speaking willi exjicrt knowledge, ex- 
pressed his sati.i fact ion v.itli all he 
had seen. 

In addition to tlie industries ordin- 
arily a.ssocialed willi a Land Colony, 
inat-iiiakir.g was recently started at 
Luiiteron. .Among the depaitmeilts 
in operation are a bakery, a dairy, 
an aviary, a piggery and an apiary. 

During ihe first 'liali of the year 
which has jii.si closed ninely-lwo men, 
ni;iny of them e.-i-prisoners. were 
helped on the Colony. Tiiese repre- 
sented various grades of society, and 
ju.st as various were the causes which 
bad led to their moral ar.d spiritual 
downfall. 

In utter ilc-piiir ai.oii! h,r driok- 
eiislavcd husband, a woman askeil the 
Army to recei\e him at the Colony. 
He was the son of a high .school 
teacher, had gained his cerii.ficatc as 
an engineer, and had hehl .succes- 
sively several good positions, from 
each' of which, however, he had been 
discharge<l through intcnipcraiiee. 
The .Army agreed to receive the man 



at Lttntcrer., the wife arranging to 
provide, for herself and her two 
children by doing secretarial work. 

The man arrived at the Colony a 
[jhysical wreck, with a mad craving 
for drink. After a short period his 
heart turned to tiod, and he wrote 
iioiue for his father's Bible, His phy- 
sical apiiearaiice has now become 
wonclerfuUy transformed, the desire 
for drink has gone, and in a little 
wdiilc he will be retnrnirg a changed 
mail, to his home and family, pos- 
se.^iietl of a power that is able to 
overcome his earlier besetiiients. 

.■\ I'ouiig man from a good family 
v.^lio held a Government position, Jiad 
spent tlic jirocccdo of two entire es- 
tates, which had been left him, in 
reckless and sinful living. His fam- 
ily hegg^ed that he should be allowed 
lo go to LuiUercii .so that tinder the 
Army's ir.fliience he might regain his 
phice in society. 

The prodigal, after a short stay 
under the .Army's care, became notice- 
ably transformed. Recently he was 
traii.sfcrrcd lo another In.'^tilution and 
,sct to perform clerical duties. It is 
hoped that shortly lie will be* able to 
rejoin liis family and again occupy a 
useful position. 

Asks Army to help 

The Minister of Justice recently 
asked the Army to come to thi- aid 
of a man who, twenty-seven years 
ago, had. been sentenced to life-im- 
prisonment for having committed a 
double murder. This man's release 
was under consideration, and one 
condition upon which it would be 
granted was that the Salvation Army 
would admit the man to its Colony 
at Lnntereii, where he would have 
the benefit of guidance and sympa- 
thetic aid. 

To this the .Army agreed, and 
shortly afterwards the man was 
fetched from prison by .Major Steel, 
a So.cial Divisional Officer. 

!:! order to give llic new cnlniiist ti 
better chance lo get upon his feet, he 
was given a new name. To-day, he 
is working energetically, full of grati- 
inde to fiod and to the Army. 

Better .still, at one of (he Meetings 
at ihe Colony, the love of Christ won 
the ex-criminal's heart, and he openly 
sought Salvation at the penitent 
form.

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SOUTH AFRICA 
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Tiger Visits the Army — A Divisional 
Commander's Experience 



The Natal and Znhiland (North) 
Division of the .Army's work in 
South Africa is in charge of SfalT- 
Captaiu and Mrs. James, who are 
Norwegians by birth aid xArmy 
training. 

There are seventeen centres of ac- 
tivity ill this Division, including a 
Nati'vc Training Garri.son, wilb" up- 
wards of twenty Cadets and a I'arm 
of 5.000 acres, with a population of 
over 400 natives. 

■■J'he farm land is hilly and rocky, 
but the j]eopIe, with their primitive 
implements, work round the rocks, 
raising I-vaflircorn, potatoes and 
beaii.s. Most of them are teiiaiils, 
paying ;i small yearly rent for the 
piece of ground on which they work 
and find pasturage lor their herds of 
cattle. 

Explained things clearly 

The natives all send their children 
to (he Army School, which was start- 
ed with only seventeen children and 
without any hel]) from the Govern- 
ment. 'I'he Staff-Captain visited the 
various kraals and e.xjilained tilings 
clearly lo the heads of the families, 
and within three months the seven- 
teen had increased to forty, and after 
a }-e;ir's work the scholars numbered 
si.vty. Now there arc upwards of one 
hundred. The (iovernmeiit Inspector's 
report is a very favorable one. and 
with proper help the enterprise should 
develop rapidly. 

The life of a Divisional Coimnand- 
rr in Norlh Zululand is an active one 
and lacks nothing on the score of 
varicly. Sometimes, after a hard 
week of brick-making, building and 
general supervision of the Training 
Garrison and Farm, he has to mouiit 
his horse and start off on a thirty- 
mile journey over rough country, with 
an e.-iacting wcek-enti's Meetings at 
the end of the ride. 

A Icoptird was recently killed by 
the StalT-Capt.-lin within 200 yards of 
his Quarters, The roar of the beast, 
night after night, was not ihc most 
pleasant sound and there was great 
rejoicing when the dead beast was 
dragged lo the Quarter's door by the 
excited natives, and the head-boy. 
who had been coiilciit to sleep out in 
a cave until scared by a pair of big, 
green eyes in the iiighl-watches, \vhen 
he had ever after sought the cover 
of a more up-to-date roof. 

In the various Meetings — and all 
the work is of a spiritual character — 
there have been some wonderful con- 
versions from paganism, and many of 
the natives who were heathen in their 
outlook and practices are now coiii- 
plcleiy changed, wearing the Army's 
uniform and taking a brave stand for 
God.

'I'bis 
gives some idea of the ualer re- 
quired to k-cep a targe building in 
proper condition and in give the 
firemen a chance if it catches fires.

LIVE MOUNTAINS CAUSE 
EARTHQUAKES 



LTVK mountains are a necessary 
feature of cattbqiiake regions, 
we are lold by Dr. i'.ailcy 
Willis, professor of genl(it;y ai -Sian- 
fiinl I'niversiiy, uliij has just gone 
111 sluily ihe ri-ci-nl I'iiilian c:tTiU- 
ipiake on ibc spui wiien- ii occurred. 
On the .Allanlic coa.sl. he says, they 
arc dead: bin aruund ibc I'aciiic 
and ii: a grtat belt which reaches 
acro.'i^ .Asia and llic .\ledilerraiiean 
the niounlalns are growing. In iheir 
growth large mas.ses, comprising many 
thousand cubic milfS of rock, are 
pressed agaiiisl each oiIkt but are 
iicld by frididu until the strain be- 
comes loo gn-at. "I'liey (lieu slip and 
an carllnpi.-die occurs. 

■This is Ihe moilern theory of 
earilupiakes. Ii was developed tinougli 
llu' studies of the great earthijuake of 
Ti>o() wbicli caused llie fire thai de- 
.stroycd .Sai: braitcisco, and it has 
been demonstrated since by observa- 
tion of many minor eartluiuakcs and 
by a Study of ihe lines along which 
they occur. 

"We often speak of an' earthquake 
plane :is a fraciiire. but it is tiol 
really a lireak. It is the surface 
belwL-en two great mas.ses which never 
have been united, but which for ages 
have been siiiiping ]>a.st each other; 
ai-d wliere ibis plane comes out to the 
surface of the earth we have a line 
wliieh is sometimes called an eartb- 
qiiake rift. The greatest of these 
rifis, so far as it is known, in the 
United States exlend.s llireugb ibe 
Coast l^ange.s of California for a dis- 
tance of six hundred miles. It pas.se.s 
just west of San Francisco, to the 
ea.st of I.OS Angeles, and disap])ears 
in the Culf of California. Along the 



San .Aridreas rift, as it is called, 
earlhipiakes have occutred al difii'r- 
i-u( limes in different seclions; [he 
iiiiisl recent was iIil- ijnaki- «i i<Jiif>. 
which covered a .sirelcb ui 13:1 miUs. 
wiib .S;,n l-rancisco near Ibe ceiner. 
.South of that .siretch lnr Mune ,;oo 
miles there has been no mnvemciil 
since 1S57 u-lien [here w;is a .severe 
shock, the mark <>i which may be 
traced across the deseri [ilains like an 
irrigation ditch. Si 111 fiiniur south 
ihere have been several reccia sliocks. 
bill nolle of great violence. alllnMigli 
Ibere is evidence nf enn.siderable :ic- 
livily in the section e;is[ and soislb 
i)i l.os .Angeles. 

■•In view of ihe fad iba! we can 
llius locale certain lines .along wliicb 
eariliquakes ha\e occurred, we are 
;ilile 10 speak of live carliu|urike rifls 
;is we speak of live volcanoes. We 
know liy Ibe form of llie \oleaii(' or 
bv the ocenrreiice of eriijnlor.s with- 
in hislorical lime thai il i^ puleiuially 
or acitially active, and nnicli Ihe 
same may be said of earlhqn.ike rifts. 
They are Hues of special danger on 
which !in dam or SL-boolliouse or sky- 
scraper .should iit Incited. They 
should also be avoided, as far as pos- 
siljle. by railro;id lines, bri^lges. ;i<|ue- 
diicls, and other [mblic, wor!-.s. and yel 
it happens that they fifien run ibrougb 
valleys where sucli work is suggested 
by Ihe condiiions uf the ground, .As 
long as we remain igr.or.iMI of ibeir 
position, we run the risk of inviling 
deianiclinn. but il is not dillieull by 
proper studies to locate the lines i>f 
danger on a map and lo in;ii-;e ihe in- 
forniaiioii pulilic for the lienefu 01 
engineers and olhcrs.''
